To  date  I  have  received  only  • 
partial  review  of  the  picture  as  It 
actually  obtains  In  Belgium,  Eng¬ 
land.  and  Holland  A  cablegram 
from  Dr  Town  ley  Lord,  president 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
reads  as  follows:  "Five  churches 
flooded  Work  much  Interrupted. 
Help  coming  In.  Welcome  Ameri¬ 
can  participation.’* 

Our  relief  office  in  Washington 
informs  ns,  on  the  basis  of  re¬ 
ports  frim  the  Netherlands  Em¬ 
bassy  In  Washington,  that  the 
need  far  clothing  is  not  ao  acute 
as  the  need  is  for  Mnnkets  and 
other  necessities  snd  cash  with 
which  to  aid  in  the  program  of 
rehabilitation 

The  air  lines  have  been  magni¬ 
ficent  In  their  assistance  in  help¬ 
ing  to  transport  great  quantities 
of  rlothing  to  the  areas  of  need.

Neuroses  Cure  Given  By 
Prominent  Psychologist 

ATLANTA,  Ga.  — (RNS)—  Neu 
roses  can  be  cured  by  applied  rah 
gion,  a  leading  psychologist  said 
here. 

‘A  heppy  person  is  an  honest 
person  who  applies  bis  religion 
to  hi*  daily  life,"  according  to  Dr. 
O.  Hobart  Mowrer,  president 
elect  of  the  American  Psycholo¬ 
gical  Association  nod  a  research 
professor  of  psychology  at  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

Dr.  Mowrer,  who  was  bare  to 
deliver  a  lecture  at  Emory  Uni 
vorsit).  said  religious  training  in 
childhood  has  much  to  do  with  es¬ 
tablishing  standards  and  "provid¬ 
ing  one  with  a  conscience." 

"Neurosis  is  caused  by  Use  re¬ 
pression  of  conscience,”  be  said. 
"A  jeurotic  is  a  person  who  has 
high  standards  but  doesn't  try  to 
live  up  to  them.  The  cure  involves 
recogniimg  the  standard*,  accept¬ 
ing  them,  and  trying  to  live  up  to 
them." 


ROME  (RNS>— The  Rev.  Anthony 
Caliandro,  Italian-born  American 
evangelist,  charged  here  that  an  In¬ 
terior  Ministry  order  that  he,  his 
wife  and  “at  leant”  two  other  evan¬ 
gelists  leave  Italy  within  48  hours 
was  issued  at  the  request  of  Ro- 
m-n  Catholic  loaders  in  Naples. 

Mr.  Caliandro.  director  of  toe 
Evangelical  Bible  Institute  at 
Naples,  ask)  that  the  Catholic 
hierarchy  "is  seeking  to  close 
dpwn  the  Institute  and  they  asked 
the  Italian  authorities  to  order  our 
departure. ” 

The  Naples  Bible  Institute,  Mr 
Caliandro  said,  houses  former 
priests  and  "instructs  them  in  thr 
Protestant  ministry.” 

The  54-year-old  evangelist  said 
that  be  and  Mrs. -Caliandro  "will 
not  leave." 

"I  am  still  awaiting  a  reply 
from  Premier  Alcide  De  Gasper 
to  my  tetter  asking  him  to  rescind 
the  order,"  he  said.  “I  remind 
him  of  his  promise  that  Evangeli¬ 
cals  in  Italy  would  not  be  disturbs 
so  long  as  he  remains  in  office. 
I  think  be  will  answer  my  letter.'

As  word  of  tho  Are  agreed  through  Lowoll,  parents  of  studonH  residing  in  the 
city  rushed  to  the  school.  The  scene  euHide  the  building  was  one  of  confusion  as 
hysterical  girls  flung  Ihamsahras  Into  tho  arms  of  aguolly  distraught  paranH. 


Some  six  yeors  ogo,  the  girls  were  tronferred  from  the  old  frame  dormitory  which  was  and  is  the 
greatest  fire  horzard,  to  the  one  which  is  some  few  degrees  safer,  and  was  occupied  by  the  boys,  because 
it  wos  reasoned  that  boys  could  better  take  care  of  themselves  in  the  cose  of  fire.  Time  has  not  imporved 
the  safety  of  this  building  to  put  it.mildly.  We  believe  that  if  Mississippi  Baptist  could  fully  realize  how 
dangerous  the  dormitory  now  occupied  by  the  boys  is,  they  would  rise  up  and  over  night  they  would  provide 
the  funds  with  which  to  build  a  safer  one  God  has  been  and  is  good,  but  will  Mississippi  Baptists  continue 
to  presume  that  his  loving  providence  will  alwoys  prevail?

JESUS  URGES  ALERTNESS 

Temperance. 

I.  A  Personal  and  Pugnacious 
Observation — 

The  sub-title  of  this  lesson  b 
•'Temperance”.  It  would  be  better. 
1  think,  to  employ  the  words.  Total 
Abstinence,  but  the  state  of  per¬ 
plexity  in  which  I  find  myself  aris¬ 
es  from  the  fact  that  I  am  tex¬ 
tual  or  expository  preacher.  I  try 
to  look  into  the  scripture  to  find 
what  Is  there,  and  then  to  teach 
that.  I  am  utterly  unable  to  find 
the  subvert  of  temperance  in  the 
passage  assigned  for  this  lesson. 

I  am  well  aware  that  there  b  a 
great  deal  of  precedent  for  the 
practice  of  injecting  into  a  passage 
of  scripture  the  lessor  that  one 
wants  to  take  out  of  it.  and,  If  one 
wants  to  get  a  certain  meaning 
out  of  a  passage  of  scripture,  when 
the  meaning  Isn’t  there  in  the  first 
place,  all  he  haa  to  do  b  to  put 
hla  meaning  In  and  then  he  can  take 
it  out. 

II.  A  Secondary  Meaning

Dr.  Milton  T.  Stauffer  said  Ha 
braille  publications  are  now  read 
by  nearly  8,000  persons  in  this 
country  and  abroad*  and  that  1U- 
teners  to  .  “talking  book"  records 
have  increased  from  9,000  to  IS,- 
000  in  the  IS  months  that  the  agen¬ 
cy  has  been  producing  them. 

Three  thousand  copies  are  now 
publUhed  of  a  quarterly  Talking 
Book  Magazine,  which  the  socie¬ 
ty’s  officials  described  as  the  only 
religious  publication  of  its  kind  In 
the  world. 

Dr.  Stauffer  said  90  per  cent  of 
John  Milton  readers  are  commu¬ 
nicant  members  of  a  church  with 
82  Protestant  denominations  repre¬ 
sented.  There  are  more  than  100 
Roman  Catholic  and  about  50  Jew¬ 
ish  readers,  he  added.  One  in 
every  seven  of  the  total  Is  colored, 
and  over  300  are  deaf  as  well  as 
blind 

In  its  annual  report,  the  society 
disclosed  that  among  the  forty 
schools  and  lighthouses  for  the 
blind  which  it  helps  in  Africa  and 
Asia  is  a  large  institution  at 
Taegu,  Korea  Of  the  152  blind 
and  deaf  persons  there.  45  are 
children  who  lost  their  sight  in  the 
war  and  ten  are  blinded  soldiers  or 
policemen.
